There was a buzz of excitement through the 
ecourt-room, for, up to this moment, Judge 
Porter has taken no other part in the trial 
than to sit besidé the cousel for the prosecu- 
He began in the most pleasing, insinu- 
tone of voice to question Guitean as to 
hig age, and as to his law experience.

WITH THE SKILL OF A GREAT CROSS-EXAM- 
INER, 


such questions as would tend to so divert his 
mind that he could pet with great sudden- 
ness and a question which would be 
likely to startle the prisoner. He led up, 
through a long series of questions “about 
Guitean’s law-éareer to the question whether 
or not lie had been guilty of vices, or had 
been truthiul, and then, taking up a note- 
book, he put a question to him which would 
indicate 
THAT GUITEAU HAD LIED. 

His manner; as he approached this impor- 

question, was terrible. Throwing aside 
his insinuating volee and manner, he re- 
minded Guiteau of the diserepancies be- 
tween his statements and those of other wit- 
nesses, and attempted to show that Guiteau’s 
statements that he was truthful were incor- 
rect. But he did not frighten Guiteau. His 
manner was entirely the same as it had been, 
excepting that he became very angry when 
Judge Porter spoke to him of the wurder of 
the President. He would not have that 
word u He said it was not a murder. 
I have vever looked upon it in that light. 
It was something that 1 was not personally 
responsibly for,” and he rambled on, and 
neither the counsel for the prosecuuon nor 
the officers were 

ABLE TQ STOP HIM. 

Judge Porter at once tried to soothe the ex- 
cited prisoner, sntiling pleasantly at him, 
and seeming to take his view of the subject, 


and then led up to the matter of inspiration. 


He gat Guiteau somewhat confused as to his 
sta ts that he was inspired an May 16 
by God, and was not satistied that it was an 
inspiration until June 1. He asked Guiteau

whether his delay during those two weeks of 
his doubt was not due to the fact that the act 
that he contemplated was murder in human 
law. Scoville, the counsel for the prisoner, 
the jary, and even Judge Cox leaned 
forward with some exeitement to catch 
the answer. For a moment Guaitean said 
nothing. Then, starting up, he said with 
great force that he never thought of the 
question of murder at all. He was simply 
striving to find out whether the Deity really 
demanded of him to do the act, Which was of 
itself horrible to him in his personality.

It was apparent from Porter’s 
eross-examination that he will endeavor to 
show that Guiteau’s act was the result of a 
vicious, depraved man, who had led a 
vagrant, vagabond, and unrestrained life— 
that Guiteau was fully

of his act, and that he trusted that by the 
change and whirl about in political affairs 
which the death of Garfield would cause he 
would be takén care of, and would suffer but 
very little for what he had done. At one 
time during the day Guiteau burst ont in an 
entirely irrelevant manner in a statement 
that ne had asked no favor of President 
Arthur, although he was the mati, 
through the Deity, who had made him Pres- 
ident of the United States. The counsel for 
the prosecution were very quick in putting 
their heads together as this statement was 
made, as there seemed evidently a sense of 
despondency in Guiteau’s mind that Arthur 
had taken absolutely no notice of him or his 
act except to secure the appointment of 
Judge Porter to assist in the prosecution.

Tur Paris carrespondent of the London 
Times sends that paper a detailed statement 
of the changes in the French Ministry since 
the fall of the Empire in 1870, from whieh it 
appears that during the eleven years inter- 
vening down to this time France has had no 
less than thirteen Premiers, eight Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs, and twenty-one Ministers 
of the Interior. The great majority of these 
have had a single trial and peared. The 
most fortunate of the Premiers was M. 
Dufaure, who held the office three times, 
and next te him comes the Duc Decazes, who 
held the office but once, but neld it four 
years. Some of them have had curious ex- 
periences, like M. Waddington, who held 
the Foreign Office a little more than 
a year, and then passed to the Premiership, 
which he held less than a month. 
The ofly men who have made a strong 
impression upon the country are M. Gam- 

whose influence has largely grown 
out of his service at the close of the Franco- 
German war, and M. Ferry, who as Minister 
of Public Instruction introduced the well- 
known changes in the Educational laws, and 
has left the country the legacy of the 
Tunisian war, which may or may not be of 
advantage to France. The most significant 
thought which arises from this rapid and 
regular disappearance of Ministries is, How 
long will the present one remain? It will be 
a proof of M. Gambetta’s power and in- 
fluence if he changes the experience of his 
predecessors and remains Jong enough in 
power to accomplish permanent results.

Kasan FOR SPEAKER. 

There is no question about Mr. Kasson’ 
eminent fitness for the position of Speaker. It 
is conceded on all sides. ‘The opposition to his 
election is based entirely upon selfish and sec- 
tional interests. If the welfare of the Repub- 
lican party and the cause of Nauonal legisla- 
tion were regarded as the paramount consid- 
erations in the choice of Speaker, Mr. Kasson 
would have ne rival among the Republican 
me of the present Congress. He isin 
all respects better equipped for the duties 
and responsibilities of presiding over the de- 
liberations of the House of Representatives 
than any other of the aspirants for the place. 
He is better known to the people and occu- 
pies a much higher place in National politics 
than any of the others, and he has a special 
fitness for the Speakership in a natural gift 
of parliamentarianism, developed by careful 
study and a long Congressienal experience. 
During his absence from the country as Min- 
ister to Austria he has escaped the influence 
of factions and cliques, and is the very man 
to assist in the work of harmonizing all ele- 
ments ot the Republican party, if that is to be 
the program; if dissensions are to be en- 
couraged, then it will be well for the coun- 
try and the pariy to have in a position which 
ranks only second in importance under the 
Government a man who cannot be used by 
any faction to serve narrow and selfish ends. 

It is natural, perhaps, that New Torx

It is natural 
that Mr. Hiscock should avail himself of 
New York and Stalwart influences, for it is 
to them almost alone that he can look for suc- 
cess. But it the struggle were narrowed down 


to Hiscock and Kasson—if it were a question 


derween New York Stalwartism represented 
by the former and National Republicanism 
represented by the latter—there is little doubt 
that Mr. Kasson would be the choice of the 
Republican caucus. Unfortunately, the sit- 
uation has been complicated by the introduc- 
tiop of disturbitig elements which are indi- 
rectly favorable to Hisceck and unfavorable 
to Kasson. The principal disturbance is the 
candidacy of Keifer of Ohio; aside from 
this there is reason to believe that some of 
the obscure Congtessmen of the West are 
intriguing for places on committees to which 
neither their capacity nor their experience 
fits thein. 

Keifer’s candidacy is almost impertinent. 
He has never developed any of the qualities 
of leadership, except perhaps assurance. 
He never asbired to a conspicuous appear- 
ance in Congress until Gen. Garfield’s seat 
was vacated. He thought then that there 
was a chance for him to jump into the lead- 
ership of the Republican side. He soon dis- 
covered his mistake. He originated noth- 
ing, and had not the knowledge of 
parliamentary practices nor the per- 
sistence for directing any of the strat- 
ese Republican movements of the last 
session against the Democratic majority. 
Keifer isa bungler in points of order, and 
neither brilliant, magnetic, nor forcible in 
debate. Had Sam Randall encountered no 
more formidable opposition last winter than 
Keifer was able to offer he would have ran 
the session ag he pleased, and the Democrats 
would have carried their impracticable and 
coercive Refunding bill, their unfair appor- 
tionment measure, and every other pet 
scheme which they proposed. Fortunately, 
men like Conger of Michigan, Frye of 
Maine, and others combined the requisits of 
leadership which Garfield had taken away 


with him. There are several members in 


the Ohio delegation who have higher claims 
upon the Speakership than Keifer has— 
notably McKinley, Butterworth, and Young. 
His persistence in pushing himself forward 
against Kasson has been carried far enough. 
It will not avail to make him Speaker, and 
can only result in advancing Hiscock's 
chances. He has already made himself suf- 
ficiently conspicuous to constitute a good 
claim for an important Chairmanship; he 
should be content with that, and withdraw 
from the contest. 

The very meanest expedient adopted by 
the opponents of Mr. Kasson is the argu- 
ment that his ability and experience are too 
much needed by the Republicans on the 
floor of the House to permit of his election as 
Speaker. This is a mere sham. An alert

NO SYMPATHY WITH Guan“ 

A decision has been recently rendered by 
the Supreme Court of Missouri which will 
be likely to cause a feeling of apprehension 
among the would-be “cranks” of that State 
that they cannot commit murder with im- 
punity in future and plead insanity. It will 
also, so far as that State is concerned, settle 
the “emotional” pleas of murderers and 
drive them to some other line of defense, for 
their vicious emotions will ng longer save 
them from the gallows. And it is naturally 
to be presumed that the murderers’ row in 
Missouri will thin out materially by the 
timely decision of the Supreme Court, which 
carries with it additional weight because it 
was unanimous. 

The decision rendered determines the legal 
status of the question of insanity in crim- 
inal cases. The case appealed was that of 
William H. Erb, convicted in the lower court 
ot murder in the first degree for the homicide 
of his divorced wife in June, 1879. The facts 
were clear, and it was shown, without con- 
tradiction, that the defendant, having heard 
that his divorced wife was about to marry 
again, went to his home, pro€ured a kuife, 
and going to her residence asked her if the 
report were true. She made no reply to him, 
whereupon he drew the weapon and stabbed 
her in the back, from the effects of which she 
died immediately. The villain set up the 


plea of insanity as the result of excessive | 


drinking, and introduced testimony ‘to that 
effect. Notwithstanding the testimony, the 
defendant was convicted of murder in the 
first degree, , 

The case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court upon the grounds that the court below 
gave certain instructions upon its own mo- 
tion and refused others asked by the defend- 
ant, those refused bearing moré or less di- 
rectly upon the plea of insanity. Thé most 
pertinent of the instructions, as concerned 
with the plea of insanity, was the second, 
which, as submitted by the defense, asked 
the Court to direct the jury, in substance, 
“that if they believed defendant at the time 
of committing the hamicide was incapable 
of distinguishing right from wrong or of ex- 
ercising control or will-power over his ac- 
tions, or was unconscious at times of the 
nature of the crime he was about to commit, 
they would find the defendant not guilty.” 
The Court aéelined to put this instruction 
and substituted one on its own motion 
to the effect “that to entitle defend- 
ant to an aequittal on the plea of 
insanity his mental facaltieés must have 


ext 


to tell the jury that if they had a reasonable 
doubt of the ant’s insanity they should 
acquit. Another asked the Court to iustruct 
the jury to convict of murder in the second 


degree if they believed that the defendant’s 


mental and moral faculties were so perverted 
at the time from the use of alcoholic liquor 
that he could net have acted with the delib- 
eration and premeditation charged in the in- 
dietmenf. Another iustruetion submitted by 
the defense asked the jury to disregard the 
testimony of ane witness because he was not 
an expert. The Court refused to submit it, 
and the Supreme Court sustained it, deciding 
that withesses who are not experts may be 
permitted to state whether they deem the 
prisoner to be insane, but it can only be 
done in connection with their statements of 
the particular conduct and expressions which 
form the basis of the judgment.” 

The decision of the court might be summed 
up in the statement that if a man has 


sense enough to know that when he com- 


mits a murder he is doing wrong, he has 
sense enough to be hanged, and guch a state- 
ment will commend itself to the common 
sense of every one. The decision of the 
Missouri court will prove an effectual bar in 
that State to the miserable quibbies, and 
technicalities, and legal puzzies with which 
a case can be befogged under this specious 
and convenient plea of emotional insanity. 
It may be unjust to prejudge the Guiteau 
case re the jury has rendered its verdict, 
but it May at least be said that the public 
mind would be greatly relieved if it knew 
that the Missouri decisions were law in the 
District of Columbia. It cannot be unjust, 
however, to commend the attention of the 
Supreme Court of Illinoisto the opinions of 
their Missouri brethren, for the former 
have, over and over again, allowed mur- 
derers to escape from justice under cover 
of this miserable fiction of emotional insanity 

the technicalities which grow out of it, 
until people have grown to be disgusted 
with the law and the courts, and even in 
peaceful and orderly communities have taken 
the law into their own hands, so that Justice 
might not be defeated in her own temples. 


Apart from the poists at issue in the particu- 


lar case we have commented upon, there is 
one incidental remark made by the Missouri 
Supreme Court which ought to be framed in 
letters of gold and be hung upon the wails 
of every jury-room in this country. It is 
this: “The function of the jury ts not to 
bestow mercy, but to do Justice between the 
State and the accused.”

NEGLIGENCE OF THE JUDGES. 

The Constitution of the State of Illinois 
contains the following provision: 

All Judges of courts of record inferior to the 
Supreme Court sball on ur before the ist day 
of June of each year report in wating to the 
Judges of the Supreme Court such defects and 
omiesions in the laws as their experience may 
suggest; and the Jud of the Supreme Court 
shall on or before the let day of January of 
each year report in writing to the Guvernor 
such defects and omissions in the Constitution 
and laws as they may find to exist, together 
With appropriate forms of bills to cure such de- 
fects afd omissions in the laws. And the 
Judges of the several Circuit Courts sbail re- 
port to the next General Assembly the number 
of days they have held court in the several 
counties com posing their respective circuits the 
preceding two years.—Art. VI., Sec, JI. 


This provision is explicit and mandatory. 
A failure to comply with it on the part of 
any Judge isa gross neglectof duty. Yet 
it has been practically inoperative, at least so 
far as the criminal procedure is concerned, 
from the time of its adoption. It has been so 
universally disregarded that, to all outward 
appearances, the Jodges of courts of record 
are notatthis moment aware of its existence. 
No important recommendations touching 
the criminal laws have been made, nor bills 
drafted in accordance with its requirements. 
With the exception of a few slight alterations 
suggested by Judges of the Supreme Court, 
and not acted upon, we are not aware that 
the Judges have ever taken the initiative 
in the framing of legislation amendatory to 
the laws respecting criminal procedure, 
thought they are under the most solemn obli- 
gations to do so, if, in their judgment, the 
statutes are not perfect already. 

Now, whatis there to prevent the Judges 
of the Superior and Circuit Courts of Cook 
County, individually or collectively, from 
recommending to the Supreme Court the 
changes which they know are necessary for 
the prompt and adequate punishment of 
crime in this county? Why might they not 
take the New York Code of Criminal Proeed- 
ure as a basis and advise the adoption of its 
most Important features in the State of IIIi- 
nols? It may be said that that code is yet to 
be tested, as it went into effect only Sept. 1 
last. But Illinois might wisely assist New 
York in putting it to the test. Certainly it 
could not contribute more directly to the de- 
feat of crimigal justice than the present 
vlalous Code of Illinois now does, The only 
conceivable object of many of the provfsions 
of that code is to enable certain lawyers to 
work up for themselves a successful crim- 
inal practice,” which means a practice syc- 
cessful” in saving rogues from the penalties 
legally due to their erimes. 

We imagine that most of the Judges in this 
county and State, if asked for their opinion, 
would agree: 

1. That the jury ought not to be made the 
judge of the law in a case. Neither in En- 
gland, whence our law is derived, nor in any 
of the older States of this Union, saving 
Maryland, is this power conferred upon a 
jury. In all New England; New York, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Ohio, and the States 
whose jurisprudence represents the greatest 
wisdom and experience, the jury must take 
the law from the Judge. The contrary rule 
ceased to have a rational basis when the col- 
onles separated from the mother country 
and the Crown Judges no longer - had the 
power to pervert the law to the advantage of 
the King. 

2. That the charge of the Judge to the jury 
ought not to be in writing, but oral. The 
statutory provision that it shall be only in 
writing is found in new crude States such ag 
California, Kansas, and Texas, or in back- 


ward States—quasi-savage—such as Ala-, 


bama, Kentucky, Mississippi, and Florida. 
But in the Eastern and Middle States and in 
England experience has demonstrated" the 


usefulness of the other practice, and the 


largest liberty is accorded to the Judge. 

3. That the verdict only should be found 
by the jury, while the penalty under the law 
should be prescribed by the Judge. 

4. That continuances should be in the dis- 
cretion of the Judge, and changes of venue 
in the discretion of the Appeliate or Supreme 
Court. It may be doubted whether the whole 
system of cltanges of venue should. uot be 
abolished. We believe it should be. Itisa 
glaring absurdity, so long as the Judge is 
reduced to a condition of impotence. What 
possible difference can it make to the de- 
fendant whether the Judge is prejudiced 
against him or pot, since he is powerless to 
help or injure him under the law? The 
most wicked or corrupt Judge would be un- 
able to use his power

8. That pardons should be granted by the 
Governor only after due publication; that the 


names of persons pardoned and reasons for 


pardoning them should be reported to each 
Legislature, and that petitions for pardon 
should be subject to pubfic inspection at any 
time, and perhaps be printed with the signa- 
tures attached in a paper having the largest 
circulation in the county where the indict- 
ment was found. 

Some or all of these changes should seem 
to a majority of the Judges in this State 
advisable. Then why do they shrink from 
their plain duty of recommending them 
to the Supreme Court and the Legislature ? 
If the Judges of Lilinois have the courage 
they ought to have they may, when rein- 
ferced by public opipion, remove the worst 
imperfections of our present miserable crim- 
inal eode, which is a blot upon the statute- 
books and a reproaci to the bar and the peo- 
ple of the State.

Every street is an Rare There 
are three maiu artegies of travel to accommo- 
date this large ulagon and the necessary 
traffic incident to its Immense manufacturing 
interests. There ig more travel, of the heaviest 
character, ip one day on either of 1 rinci- 
— tnoruugufares than on Second street in its 
usiest month. These streets wear away at the 
rate of three inches in seven or 
ia other parts uf the city it te 
to twenty-five years to wear away even three 
inches. lan of keepiug the streets in re- 
pair is this: herever slight depressions on the 
surface occur they are filled up, or rather leveled 
up, With stone broken tiner than usual, and 
mixed with sand. Oncea — or once in two 
years, is sufficiently often this, and it takes 
only a small quantity of atone to do the work. 
At the end of every seven or eight yéars—i am 
speaking of the principal streets—ibree inches 
of broken stone mixed with sand is spread over 
the whoie surface of the road, to replace that 
worn off. On the side streets, where travel is 
not so great, a three- men coating is sufficient 
every twenty years. The kiad of stone hve is 
granit. Now I take it, having in my mind fact 
that limestone is softer than granit. that che ratio 
of waste ou Second street would be avout the same 
as in the city to which I refer, astravei would 
be lighter and less of it. And to keep it ia re- 
— — in the same manner will make it last as 
ong as the bills. Twenty-five cents per square 
yard will cover the expense of the three inc 
of coating, which is not even at the rate of 
cents a yard per year. this, there will 
be no obstruction of travel and consequeat dam- 
age to business while these semi-occasional re- 
pairs are being made. This is more than can be 
said of any other kind of pavement. One thing, 
however, must be attended to, and that is this: 
macadam must be kept reasonabiy clean.

As the due sequel of the 
trial and sentence, and notwithstanding the 
efforts that seem about to be made to get 
Lefroy reprieved on the ground of insanity 
—a theory which Dr. Forbes Winsiow, after 


studying his appearance and demeanor in 
court, has come forward te support—the 
miserable youth is almost certain to be 
hung, and perhaps before the month is out. 
THE INCIDENTS ® 
of the Brighton Railway murder single it 
out from the common run of crimes. Itis 
all thetalk here today, and will long be re- 
membered in England. Strung into narra- 
tive, it may also bear to be read at a distance. 
The murdered Mr. Gold was a retired mer- 
chant living at Brighton, and who had come 
up to London on business on the morning of 
June 27, entered the train at the London 
Bridge depot on the same afternoon with the 
intention of returning home. The unfortu- 
nate man never reached his destination, but 
later in the day his murdered body was 
found in the middie of a long tunnel about half- 
way on the journey. From the testimony borne 
atthe trial by his widow’ and others, it should 
seem that he was one of the least likely persons 
to meet such a vivient fate. He was a big, 
healthy, and—at the age of 64—still powerful 
mau; and a man, also, of the most. r@pular and 
precige babits. Although retired from business, 
he retained an interest in a bakery at Waiworth, 
a southern district of London, and every Mon- 
day it was his custom to come to town by the 
morning express from Brighton in order to lift 
the previous week's drawings of this bakery, 
always returning home again in the afternoon, 
with generally from £8 to £40 in his pocket. 
Mes. Goki herself had dividends due to her 
at end of every month. and these 
er husband collected on bis Monday visi ts 
the city. He traveled on senso ticket, and 
carried on these periodic juurneys two pocket- 
books and two purses—one purse being for gold 
and the other for change; aise a skuli-cap to 
wear 1 the train, and inyariabiy au umbrella, 
which in fair weather be bung toa hook inaide 
bis overcoat.

The Movement to Abolish the Commis- 
sion System—The Approaching Meet- 
ing—- Views of 8 en Reiormers. 
Commissioner W. H. Dixon bas issued a call 

fora mevting of the General Passenger aad 
Ticket Agents of uli the roads in the country, to 
be held in the Grand Pacific Hotei in this city, 
Thursday, Dec. 15, to consider the ticket-com- 
mission question. Mr. Dixon, in bis call, says 
the importance of the subject warrants tile rep- 
resentation of every line in the country at this 
meeting. and all are urged to attend | without 
further invitavion. 

In connection with this call, Mr. Dixon has is- 
sued a pampbiet on the ticket-commission ques- 
tion, which contains the various plans submit- 
ted by leading railroad officials in this country 
for stupping the payment of commissions on the 


sulle of tickets to ticket agents and athers, and 
bas prefaced it with the following explanatory 
remarks: 

My cireular of Nov. 1, 1881, was sent to all 
important railroad lines in the United States and 
Canadas, and I have received responses from 
nearly all ot them. The prepunderance of sen- 
timent is strongly in favor of ao immediate ef- 
fort at reform, and so earnest are some of the 
gentlemen that they have favored me with pa- 
pers on the subject, together with pians and 
agreements to effectually carry it out. These 
papers were ull written by prominent raliway 
meu, located in different parts of the country, 
without concert or consultution, and are thefe- 
fore remurkabie tor their close approximation 
to unanimity of oploion as to what is the proper 
method of reform. They are submitted for your 
cousideration, in the hope that they mav a1 you 
in determining to unite with the *‘ reformers on 
some ove of the plans proposed, or perhaps sug- 
gest to you a still more practicable method of 
dealing with the problem.“ 

Among the plans suggested are several which, 
if adopted, would no doubt accomplish this 
much-desired reform. The fullowing from a 
prusninent General Ticket Agent will no doubt 
meet the approval of all those who are earnes- 
ly in favor of the reform: 

The cnormous expenditures resulting from 
the present practice of paying commissions on 
cuupon sales demands the earnest cunsideration 
of every prudeot railroad official, with a view to 
retreuchment and tborough reform. From 
small beginnings, when a modest gratuity was 
discreetly bestowed upon agents, merely to in- 
cite them to greater usefulness, there bas grown 
agiguntic abuse, taxing railway revenues far 
beyoud measure, and necessitating a lavish out- 
lay each month, a princely fortune each year, to 
be deducted frum the passenger earnings. 
AS a rule, the only return expected 
by railroad companies from this system 
of fees is a position of neutrality on 
the part of agents; hence the whole practice 
resoives itself into a question of purchasing 
the performance of a duty which agents owe to 
their emplovers, witbout any largess whatever. 
A consideration of these facts demonstrates the 
utter uselessoess of the system (outside of the 
question of competition), and should induce an 
eurnest, combived endeavor on the part of rail- 
way companies toward its extinction. While 
this evil, which is‘ becoming more and more 
burdensome each year, has not beeu unnoticed 
by those most interested, there bas never yet 
been suggested a remedy adequate for its re- 
moval. Spasmodic attempts in thie direction 
have, it is true, been made from time to time, 
but all in vain; agreements to discontinue the 
payment of comntissions have been broken 
almost as soon as signed, and compacts of the 
same tenor have ceased to exist before they 
were fully complete. Ali efforts of the kind 
have been futile, for the simple reason that the 
exigencies of competition naturally prevented 
their success, and no penalty could be imposed, 
or. if imposed, enforced, upon recaicitrant 
parties to such agreement. 

In spite of these repeated failures, this mat- 
ter, which is of the very first impurtance, should 
not be lost sight vf. There is a way, and to the 
writer it seems à practicable one, by which the 
desired end may be attained. Let retyrm, like 
charity, begin at nome: instead of endeavoring 
to control the payment of commissions to 
agents of other lines, control the home agents in 
receiving commissions—prohibit them from ac- 
cepting any largeas, presents, or remuperdtion 
whatever from other iines fur the sale of tickets, 
and euforce this probibition summar.ly; let ik 
be understood by the ugents that any violation 
of this order carries the penaity of suspensiou 
from duty, or the immediate dismissal from tne 
service of the company by which they are em- 
ployed. The unanimous adoption and conscien- 
tious enforcement of ch measures as these 
would result in the immédiate extinction of the 
pernicious practice of paying commissions. 


“In the light of past experience, it would, of | 


course, be utter folly to hope tor such a com- 
bined movement; still, in the same way that we 
bave seen tbe practice a tam immense propor- 
tions from an insignificant beginning, so it may 
be hoped that, by the efforts of a few united 
lines, a reform cae be inaugurated that will 
continually grow and expand, and that in time 
will overpower and completely extinguish the 
evil that called it into existence. The beauty of 
the system proposed is, that while it strikes at 
the root of the evil it does not tie the hands of 
those who are working reformation. Every line 
must pay commissions as long as its competitors 
pursue such a line of policy; hence one hand 
may be engaged in keep:us pace with neighbor- 
ing lines by paying out as often and as liberal! 
as nevessary, while the other quietiy and ef- 
tectually aids the good work bv its restraining 
intiuence upon the dome agents. Pussi- 
biy when certain competing lines fail to 
agree to thie arrangement, it might be neces- 
sary to make exceptions at common points, but 
the exceptions need not be extended beyond 
those limits, and would in now:se interfere with 
the general enforcement of the rule. Any ro- 
formatory movement to be successful must be 
based on the siscerity of the participants 
therein. That the plan above outlined can be 
mude practicable by the earnest enforcement of 
its provisions there is not the slightest doubt; 
and, while its general adoption is greatly to be 
desired, it is nut absolutely necessury that any 
line wait for codperation before putting it in 
force. Any General Manager or General Pas- 
senger Agent who firmly believes that this ma- 
lignant ulcer on the faliroad body corporate 
should be cauterized can at jpast n to beat 
the iron, rewardiess of action of his vom- 
petitors. The success or failure of this muve- 
ment will be a fair indication of the sincerity of 
the majority of railway officials regard 
desirability of reform.“ 

Anvutber reformer favoring gradual reform, 


says: 

“Probably the only way in which this com- 
mission plague cag be ‘stamped out,’ will be by 
the auction of afew strong lines beginning the 
refurm and Un the evil resolutely and in 
good faith, uutil a sufficient number of cowork- 
ers can be obtuined to overthrow it altogether. 
If only a few strong lines will inaugurate this 
movement, and conduct it upou the basis of 
honesty, sincerity and codperation, there are 
plenty of methods that can be employed to 
carry the movement to a final success. Its 
progress may be slow. but its benefits will be 
constantly growing, until the complete results 
looked for are obta ned. is reform should 
begin with the idea that if a railway company 
cunnot secure the neutrality of ite connecting 
lines ticket agents, except by rebase, it can 
at least enforce neutrality amo ts own agents, 
and give ite cohnections fair and impartial 
treatment in the gale of tickets, and chat with- 
out money Or without price.. 

A Drominent General Passenger Agent ex- 
pres-ed his opiniou about the commission sys- 
tem as foilows: 

* Railroads might just as well allow their Gen- 
eral Ticket Agent toaccept pay ftom compet- 
ing Or connect roads, or their train men from 
connecting roads. It is a vicious system that 
permits the employés of anv company to accept 
fees from any other company, and is fairly ona 
par with allowing the hotei waiter, ur other bo- 
tel servant, or the empioyés in our public offices 
to demand fees befure they will do the duty 
they are paid to do by those in whose regular 
service theyare. We are often amazed when we 
consider how any bunorable Ticket Agent will 
allow bimself to be bribed by acvepting a com- 
mission, when be would scorn a bribe if it came 
in any other form. Worse even is his position 
when he accepts any money and immediately 
that of any competitor, when he knows that be 
earns neither.“

N the Erie Election. 

New York, Nov. 20.—The annual meet ing of 
the Erie Kailway today resulted in the complete 
success of the Jewett ticket, which received all 
the votes cast. Jowett himself threw all but 
2,000 shares. There were three changes in the 
board, but of no consequence. Keene was left 
out. It may be remembered that three or four 
weeks ago there were rumors of a probable 
change ot management at this meeting. It is 
reported that the Loudon Trustees, who hold 
practical control of the elecdon, felt dissatisied 
and no dividend was paid on the preferred stock, 
although the company’s reports showed that one 
had been apparently earned.

SMOKE-CONSUMERS. 


CincInnatians Experiencing Much Trou- 
bie im Finding One Tast Will Fill the 
Bill.

CINCINNATI, Nov. M. — The law making the use 
of smoke-consumers compulsory, which is to go 
into effect Jan. I. is leading to a lively investiga- 
tion by the manufacturers and the consumers 
of coal in large quantities as to the merits of the 
many devices for smoke prevention. The city 
has become the Mecca of pateutees of smoke- 
consumers. Each one has, in his Own opinion, 
the only perfect device, but. in the opinion of 
those who must spend their money 
for a consumer, none of them are 
sufficientiy perfect to warrant their pur- 
chase.

It is the 
settied rule that in suo cases the Court will not 
disturb the tind of the jury. But rule 1s 
equally well settled in this State that where the 
verdict is manifestly contrary to the evidence, 
evincing prejudice, passion, or other undue in- 
fluence, it is the duty of the Court to set it aside. 
A supervisory power over the verdicts of juries 
is .one of the higbest, and often most 
useful and necessary, functions of ju- 
dicial tributials.

STOPPING THE MAILS. 
4 ur mr TO eae RECENT 


A novel case under the Postal laws, in which 
the vessel interests are largely involved, came 
up fora hearing before Coimmissioner Hoyne 
yesterday. when William Conners, Captain of the 
tug Little Giant. vas arrested and held under $500 
bonds for obstructing the United States mails. 
Witnesses on both sides being absent, the hear- 
ing was deferred until Dec. 14, J. S. Dunham, 
the vessel-owner, going on the Captain’s bond. 

fhe complaint in the case was made by Den- 
nis Sullivan, the tender of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicagu bridge over the South Brauch 
near Twenty-second street. The offense was 
committed Sept. 21, when Conners stopped his 
tug and the vessel in towin the draw of the 
bridge. The Government alieges that this was 
done willfuliy, ia revenge for a detention he had 
suffered at the bridge some time before. in 
proof of this they have evidence that Conners 
conversed with the railroad men, and avowed his 
intention of keeping the draw open two minutes 
for every one be had been held before. The of- 
fense.cousisted in the fact that on the south side 
of the bridge was a Fort Wayne train waiting to 
cross, and of this train was a postal-car carry- 
ing the usual United States mails. The Mall- 
Agent remonstrated witn the beilicose Captain 
in vain, and the train was detained thirty min- 
utes by the watch. Complaint was made at tne 
Government Building the next day, but, ow 
to tne illness of the Vistrict-Atto: ney, follow 
by the pressure of other and more important 
work, the arrest was delayed unti!. yesterday, 
when Deputy-Marshal K.oglands fouad Capt. 
Conners without trouble. 

The complaint is based on Sec. 3,995 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, which makes 
ita misdemeanor to obstruct willfully the ma 
matter or any mail of the United 
States, under penalty of a tine of not more than 

ioo. The only question in this case 1s .whether 
the detention was willful, and this the District- 
Attorney is confident of proving. This is the 
first case of detaining a tralia with mail on board

For the first hour after “after the opening of the 
board the market was steady with little doing. 
Then a stronger tone was feit, and prices were 
better, with more activity.

THE UNION GENERALE. 


Speculating Freuen Monarchists—Thir- 
ty-six M Ines Pru fis. 
Dispatch te London Times. 

Pants, Nov.6.—A special mecting of the Union 
Généraic was heid yesterday. This is the con- 
vera which bas for months been the subject of 
fierce cuntiicts on the Bourse. It was tounded, 
as has been alleged, with Cathotic capital; was 


supported by the religious orders; wus designed 


to vou bat everywhere neretical, Jewish, or free- 
thinking capital; had operations in Austria, 
Servia, Turkey, Russia, and Brazil; was fighting 
fora good cause, and had conscquently the 
command of all Catholic purses. The essential 
thing, therefore, was to crush this audacious 
newcomer and to drive it back from the citadel 
it wus seeking to storm. Whether all this be 
true or false, @xauggerated or reali, everybody 
bas been discussing the Union Générule. At 
theatres, dinuers, everywhere in snort, conver- 
ga tion has turtied upon it. Fur montus tts suares 
bave been more speculated in than any other 
stock in the market, and its movements have 
beeu watched with anxiety even by those who 
bad no interest in it on account of the ruin and 
panic a breakdown of the concern might entail, 

The shares, which started at 50) francs, were 
quoted yesterday ut 2,500 francs. lu the course 
of the year the sum originally pald up has been 
multiplied seventeen times, and ali this has 
taken piace while the bitterest attacks were bo- 
ing lauuched at it, and its collapse wus pred:cted 
from day to day. The dtpusits were, moreover, 
increasing at 4 prodigious rate, and at this mo- 
ment the deposits at a fixed date, at three to 
four years date, amount to no less than 120,00),- 
WU francs to 19U,0W,00) francs. Amid all this the 
Union Générale Jeonvened its shareboiders to a 
general weeting with a positively uwnpuralleied 
program. it proposed to fully pay up but of the 
reserves the O present shares, of woich only 
one-quarter had been puid up—tnat is, to take 
74,000,000 frances out of the coffers of the bank; 
to couvert the nominative shures into shares to 
bearer; to lesue 100,000 new shares of 500 francs 
all paid. at a premium of 30 francs, out of 
which it would create a fresh reserve of 35,000,- 
000 francs, thus raising the capital to 150,000,000, 
so that, with the reserve and deposits, it would 
dispose of 300,000,000 frances in specte. 

I-spouild bave been vegiecting wy duty in not 
attending such a curious meeting of a company 
which announced such results, while outside 
there were ple who were saying it could have 
no profits cause it did no business and only 
speculated on the Bourse. The men who are at 
the bead of it, who represent it abroad—the 
general attitude, appearance, and languaye, 
everything, in fact—proved that it was in the 
bands of men who, once in the front, have now 
turned away from public life and have concen- 
truted on this enteprise their aptitudes, capital, 
and industry. A glance at its representatives 
wows this. There is M. Emanuel d’Hurcourt, 
su well known in the aristocratic worid, who is 
now at Beigrade, and hus been at Constantinuyple, 
on behalf of the Union Générale; the Marquis de 
Beauvoir, ex-Chet de Cabinet, brother-in-law of 
the Duc and theauthor of a witty 
and ular. account of his travels witb 
an Orleans Prince; Comte Pierre de Cas- 
tellane, who beurs one of the chief names 
of France, and writes with extreme ability 
and authority the financial bulletin of the 
Union Générale, aud tne Marquis d’Abzac, Mar- 
shal MacManon’s aide-de-camp, a nodleman of 
the old school, who is going w St. Petersburg to 
negotiate & great enterprise in company with a 
capitalist. Duc Decazes is President of the 
company, and, lustly, there is M. Bontuux him- 
self, an engincer and a mun of culture and 
knowledge, wbo has also renounced public life 
and taken the direction of this company, which 
is developtug with such 14 

It nas been alleged up to the last moment that 
the conceru was issemg fresh shares simply be- 
cause it was mined, and that there would be 
neither dividend nor bonus, whereas M. Bon- 
toux and M. Feder, manager, stated that 
their profits up to the th of September 
amounted to 36,000,000 francs, and that the protits 
already insured for the next three yeurs ex- 
ceeded that figure. M. Boutoux remarked, “ We 
are warring against nobody. We bave held 
aloof from fatal temptations of the 
Bourse. We protest against the hypocrisy 
attributed to us—auuinst the idea uf putting the 
cross ou our doors in order to draw moe) into 
Our tills. it bas been said we were backed by 
the religious orders. I know many of these, but 
only those who beg and do not bring us cupital. 
We possess the funds we state. The profits we 
declare really exist. We have half a millard of 
capital at our disposal, and our operations ex- 
tend from Brazil to Kussia. I repel! as an ſusult 
the lusinuntion that we are trading on religious 
sentiment; for that seutiment is always a call 
for sacrifice, and should never be inspired by 
interest. Now, when men, all reputed bonora- 
bie and mostly rich, declare that they have made 
36,000,000 frances profit, it must be remembered 
that they could uot, without tremendous risk, 
indulge in unfounded statements. This under- 
tu k ing is a social metamorphosis. It is the soci- 
ety of yesterday, which, sbunted from political 
lite, turns to another tield. It is the monarchy 
renouncing political rule and seeking to gain 
power iti a ion hitherto disdained by it. The 
spectacie is ove which deserves notice. 


A COAL RING. 


Cincinnati iu Its Grasp—Much Suffering 
Caused Among the Poor. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 26.—The recent rise in 
the Ohio River was to have brought down from 
Pittsburg and other mining points an immense 
oval fleet, which was to perform the double office 
of anlocking a great amount of capital and re- 
ducing the price of fuei to the customary ficure. 
The capital has been unloosed, but prices re- 
main unchanged. Dealers in coal still ask 18 
cents a bushel for the best grades, which years 
ot experience have shown’can be sold in this 
market at a protit for from W to 12 cents. High 
rutes have now been demanded coutinuously 
for more than u year. Most of the time % 
ceuts bus beeu asked, when buyers purchased 
under the most favorable circumstances. The 
very poor, buying a busbel or less at a time 
from, small dealers, bave been compelled 
to pay 2% and 0 cents. As a consequence 
there Was much suffering through uil of last 
winter, and thereis the prospect of an equal 
amount of suffering the preseut winter. On the 
part of dealers, one excuse bas followed another 
for keeping prices up. There was ice in the 
river which prevented navigation; then the 
water was too bigh, then too low. and when 
nothing else prevented the barges being floated 
down, the dams had a singular habit of getting 
out of repair. Their cxcuses, it is now known, 
have been tor the most part fictitious.. The 
coal-yards have continued with short supplies 
for the simple reasou that u powerful ring has 
been formed which dictates how much coal may 
be sent here, and then, with inadequate supply 
for an excuse, tix prices to suit themsvives. 
Dur the recent high water 10,000,000 bushels 
were floated down. Had the cual kings chosen, 
thev could bu ve brought duwn 20,000, bushels 
quite as easily, which would have supplied the 
market and reduced prices to a reasonabie 


figure. ‘

Now. if alcohol for the use of chemicals were 
made free of tax to the American manufact- 
urers, there is no reason why: chlorvform or 
acetates should not be free, and, in fact, some 
fitty more such articles, Is it not rather dis- 
graceful to tax tannic 19% per cent to get a rev- 
enue of $693? or chloroform 119 per cent and 
get a revenue of $6.38? or acetate of soda 222 
per cent and get a revenue of just $20? 

Coffee is free of duty. Yet chicory, which js 
really used exteusively by the poorer olusses of 
Germans and French, is taxed 103 per cent in 
order to get a revenue of $7,332. 

The chief revenue in e above high taxed 
artloles is derived from plate glass above %4 by 
60. The average official retarn of duty in 1880 
was 111.91 per cent. But as the price varies and 
the cost of this product lateiy imported does 
not exceed Is per square foot, the duty 
thereon at 50 cents per square foot is reaily over 
180 per cent. 

Now, upoo what ground is this enormous, out- 
rageous duty defensible? If on the supposition 
that it is a luxury, surely it cannot be calied a 
greater luxury than the finest and dearest kind 
of cut-giass articles that grace the tables of our 
most oputent classes. And yet the bighest duty 
on cut-giass or gilt-giags is onty G per cent. 
— png is nota yes eg? used it ia for 
building purposes. Chiefly for front store win- 
dows, it bas become almost a necessit 
thriving tradesman East. West, or 
the display of his wares. And this is simply a 
tax upon a man's trade. It frequently happens 
that the tradesinun who does not own m- 
iges, but has it on a lease, provides himseii witb 
this now almost indispensable attractiveness to 
his trade. The revenue derived in 1880 at the 
ayerage rate of 530 cents per square foot, or 
111.91 per cent. was $437, If the duty was 
reduced to 25 cents per square foot we would 
certainly, in my opinion, not lose much rev- 
enue. But suppose loss did reach $200,000; 
surely several million of tradespeople in 
this country—say noth of the house- 
owners—are entitied to is relief, which 
would still leave the plate-glass 
manufacturers a protection averaging 
55 per cent, On the other hand, do you suppose 
there is a man in Congress can conscien- 
ticusly advocate a duty of nearly 112 per cent 
on plate- glass? Or could such an enormous 
duty originatly have been possible if it had not 
been disgui by that most ednvenient tariff 
swindle dodge—a spécific 142 50 
square foot? To the average ngressman, the 
fureign price of plate glass is, of course, a sealed 
book. and in voting for 530 cents a square foot 
guty he did not know what percentage he really 

id vote. 

Castor-oll is taxed nearly 149 per cent, and we 
get a revenue of $488. Laughable as such a tax 
is, itis really a bitter outrage upon a whole 
people, and somebody, or perhaps half a dozen 
bodies. have the monopoly of — castor- 
oii from the castor-bean, and from pocket 
God only knows how much money every year. 
Croton-oll pays 130 per cent — and vields a 
revenue of $5,950.80. Why should this necessary 
article, as well as castor-oil, not be on the free 
list? Nor sbould oil of bay leaves pay 21 per 
cent duty, luxury thoagb it is. Aud now we 
come to the climax of the great “ tariff- 
klepto.“ Whiting and Paris white pay a duty of 
24U%; per cent. Thig greatest of American lux- 
uries, used in the building and painting all kinds 
of houses, stabics, and burns, is taxed over 210 
per cent. If Congress were to pass an act that 
this particular product should pay a duty in 
kind, instead of due cent per pound, and a mer- 
chant bad to import 1,000 tons of. whiting, he 
would bave to employ no less than four vessels, 
three of the capacity of 1,000 tous each, and a 
smalicr one of the capacity of 400 tons in order 
to get for his customers 1,000 tons of that luxury 
known as Paris white. 

I bave not the least idea on whose toes I am 
treading iu this exposé, But as we actually im- 

rted and used 1,803,000 pounds of this product, 

rom which we squeezed a revenue of $18, 

aud as our consutoption of the home article may 
perhaps be fifty times more than we import, 
some bappy meu who have whiting quarries sit 
very comfortably in the dome protection wool 
aud have rather a guod tb of it. How few o 
the tariff-makers reflected t this age in- 
curs actually a heavy tax in the freight, which 
in itself is already a protection. Cassia 
buds, paying 150% per cent duty, and 
sugar canay 120% per cent duty, 
articles yielding a revenue of * 
$9,271.70, I only cited as a tariff curiosity. f 
course, cassia buds cannot be made free unless 
all spices are made free, and sugar candy ought 
to shure the fate of reduction with raw sugar. 
Bunting, chat but” of adisgraceful monopoly; 
that satire on liberty which taxes the American 
Hug. or rather the material of which the flag is 
mude, 121 per ceut, is after all only the accident 
of the whole woolen monopoly duties; with a 
revision of the tariff on raw wool and woodiens, 
bunting will, of course, tind no friends. 

In my next | shall have the pleasure to pre- 
sent to you a list of tariif curiosities that paid a 
duty of over 80 per cent and not exceeding 100 
percent. I trust you will look upon these con- 
tributions in the spirit of useful statistical in- 
formation, which may influence your desire of 
areal tari reform. Iam well aware that ¢adi- 
cal changes, all at once, would be as uuwise as 
thev may prove under existing circumstances 
impracticable. But what the great consumers 
may expect is the adjustment of the presen 
turitk, which will reasonably uce the scandal- 
ous duties I bave cited. eren

The delegates began to assembie at 11 o'clock, 
but it was after 12 before John F. Finerty, 
Chairman of the Committee of Arrangements, 
came to the front of the platform and called 
them to order.

WELCOMING THE PATRIOTS. 

Notwithstandiag the unpleasant weather of 
last evening McCormick Hall was crowded to 
its utmost capacity at the reception tendered to 
Father Sheehy, T. P. O'Connor. M. P., and T. M. 
Healy. M. P. The main floor and the large gal- 
lery were alike packed, and many ladies were 
among the audience, which must have num- 
bered nearly 2,000. It was half-past 8 o'clock 
when the strains of martial music were heard, 
announcing that the procession which had 
escorted the guests of the evening to the hall 
had arrived. Two companies of the Second 
Regiment and the Hibernian Rifles 
entered the rear of the hall and 
grounded arms amid much applause. In 
another minute the guests and about a hun- 
dred of the most prominent Irish-American 
citizens of Chicago came upon the platform. 
Among these were Judge Thomas A. Moran, 
Col. Quirk, W. K. Sullivan, W. C. MoClure, J. J. 
Fitzgibbon, Thomas Brenan, W. J. English, Ber- 
nard Callahan, Ed McQuade, John Eurigut.

The immense gathering was cailed to order by 
Johu F. Finerty, who called upon Judge Moran 
to preside.

Judge Moran, in taking the chair, said that 
nearly two years ago the friends of Ireland in 
Chicago assembied in vast multitude to do honor 
to Charles Stewart Parneil [cheers] and bis com- 
patriot, Dillon. [Applause.] 80 practical 
seemed the propositions, so constitutional ap- 
peared the methods that Parneii suggested for 
the permanent betterment of the condition of 
the then starving Irish people, that those propo- 
sitions and methods met with the approval of 
the common judgment of the men all over 
this land, but nowhere more generously and en- 
thusiasticaliy than in Chicago. [Applause.!] 
Parneil was proudly hailed and lovingly hon- 
ored as the young leader of Ireland's new life. 
[Apptause.] Tonight, though the weather was 
unusually inclement, they bad assembled ina 
vast multitude to extend the hand of welcome 
and the word of hope to men who had stood 
shoulder to shoulder with Davitt [cheers], and 
Dillon. and Parnell [applause] in the struggle 
that had been go on since that time to free 
the Irish people. ([|Applause.] 

The evil that atiected the Irish peopie had 
been clearly and lainiy stated by their 
representatives in British Parliament—so 
plainly and so unmistakably that men of com- 
mon sense the world over could see what was 
the wrong, and could understand what ought to 
be the remedy. [Appiause.] At that time the 
peopie of frelana were face to face with starva- 
tion, and the first thing they did was to demon- 
strate in a most marked way their capacity for 
self-government; for, while there appeared to 
be no power iu the English Government to aus- 
pend or control the ra ty and brutality of 
the Irish landlords an to prevent § their 
evicting their helpless tenants upon the 
roadside while they were starving, in 
the presence of that crowning necessity, 
necessity produced the League, and that 
people. without the turmoilof a rebellion, and 
without the formality of an election, erected a 
government which executed justice in tke land 
{cheers}, which protected the weak and heipless 
against the strong and powerful, and which ad- 
ministered the functions of government in [re- 
land more in accordance with the principles fer 
which government was instituted among mén 
than they bad ever been administered there 
since Ireland had been under British dominion.

He had been convinced by what he 
had seen in America that the sentiment of 
Irish nationality was one of those forces 
in nature which could never be destroyed. No 
liar, however high his standing, could contro- 
vert this outpouring of the people. 

The strugzie now in progress in Ireland was 
one of the most momentous and sublime in hu- 
man history, and be believed that the events of 
the next three months would go down to gen- 
erations of Lrishmen yet unborn, The English 
Government had used every means of coercion 
to maintain landiordism. Both. coercion and 
landiordism were equaliy bateful to Irishmen. 
(Cheers.] The English Government was deter- 
mined that the Irish shouid accept the Land act 
whether they wanted it or not, and had 
announced that they governed Ireland and in- 
tended so to do. Every one of their proposi- 
wens Mr. Parnell negatived. He said the irish 
people would not accept the Land act, would 
not submit to landiordism, and would not sub- 
mit to cvercioOn. [Cheeérs.] 

This gathering bad met to bold up the bands 
of those weo were laboring in Ireland for the 
good of Ireland. Judge Moran had spoken of 
what Mr. Gladstone bad playfully called the 
resources of civilization.”” Among these were 
the suppression of free speech and a free press, 
uud e incarceration of those who had at 
their backs nineteen of the twenty millions 
of Irish- Americans. Others were that 40,000 
armed soldiers scoured the land, and 
that the iife, liberties, and property of 
lrishbmen were at the mercy of the spy, the in- 
former, and the policeman. Police Captains 
were set drunk ob the streets of Dublin that 
they might more brutally assault the irish peo- 
ple, and an old woman bad been killed and a 
young giri sabred by Mr. Giadstone’s police. 

Fifteen years ago the suspension of constitu- 
tional! liberty in Ireland was a thing lightly pro- 

and meaaly accepted. But thie time the 
band of Irishmen in the House of Commons 
fought it for seven long weeks, and exbausted 
every parliamentary means to prevent the 
passage of the Coercion act. [Cheers.] 

The next question was, Were they going to 
win?“ He had been asked time and again 
whether thé tenants would hold out, and wbeth- 
er they were worthy of the elforts being made 
for them. He would “Ay nothing that he could 
not back up with facts, for it would be an insuit 
to such an intelligent audience to do so. It was 
a fact that in reading American journals he had 
almost become weakened himself, for there 
were no sources of information open to Ameri- 
can journals in England but were pro-Eoglish 
and strongly anti-Irish.

So it should be with the Irish. and though the 
ignorant might mock ana sneer and endeavor 
to put thenf down, the race would go on until it 
finally assumed its place among the governing 
peoples of the earth.

His Predictions for December. 

I hardly like the look of this month, viewed 
from the present standpoint (Sept. 15). It “looks 
ugly,” and smacks of cold—bitter, biting cold 
north and south, east and west, with but sparse- 
ly suo - covered ground in Northern New York 
and Canada, and bare ground west and south. 
The month bids fair to be cold and dry, rather 
than otherwise, and this cold may be somewhat 
proportionate to the heat of the past summer, 
and extend to extreme southern and western 
points. The entry of the month is likely to bring 
in wiuter abruptly in most sections where win- 
ter is usually expected and experienced. The 
first week of the month will probably give the 
first good snowfall of the season in New 
York, Canada, and westward, with considerable 
bluster, while cold, stormy, and wet weather 
will be experienced in Southern localities. 
Snowfalis will again vccur about the middie of 
the month in Canadaand the Northern United 
States,and during the last few days of the 
month, again as far south as Washington, D. C., 
where it is probable the New Year will enter 
with fair sieigbing fora brief period. se 
snowtalis, however, are not likely to as 
marked and severe as those of the past winter; 
but, as | bave already stated, the cold dips’ 
look formidabie in most sections.

The newspapers inform us that during the 
last three months about 1,500 of these refugees 
have been landed in New York, and they are 
still arriving in parties of 200 and BD every 
week. About seventy-five have so far reached 
our own city, and with future continyencies be- 
fore us it is high time for the com- 
munity to perfect some organization to 

RECEIVE THESE NEW-COMERS 
upon their arrival, and aid them in their en- 
deavor to find suitabie and profitable employ- 


ment. 

The local charitable organizations, and first 
among them the United Hebrew Relief Associa- 
tion, which have temporarily taken ch of 
this work are not in a position to continue domg 
so. They are organized for a totally different 
parpese. Tre funds at their command are in- 
tended for a specific end—the relief of our home 
indigent—and, limited as they are, are barely 
sufficient to meet this legitimate demand upon 
them. Furthermore, these re are n 


ot 
poor or paupers in the common sense of the 


word. Among them are men who in their native 
home were self-sustaining, and are anxious to 
become so again. For the most part they are 

oung and strong men, able and will to per- 

orm any labor, most of them be skil arti- 
sans, some u to farm- work, all re to 
use their strong arms to gain an honorable live- 
lihood. All they ask of us is assistance in find- 
ing work and sustenance during the interval 
elapsing between their arrivai here and their 
having procured employment. 

It these men came hither, as thousands of 
other immigrants have come, of their own ac- 

and under the impulse of no other desire 
than to improve their material condition, they 
would not entitied to our consideration, and 
no obligation toward them wouid be incumbent 
upon us.. They seek our shores, however, vir- 
tually not of their own free will. Popular prej- 
udice and Governmental indifference compel 
them to leave their native land and seek in more 
liberal countries the means of seif-support 
which at home they find limited or entirely 
jeopardized. They come hither notin search 
of material prosperity somuchasof the right 
to enjoy the biessings and privileges of a com- 
mon humanity, craving the protection and the 
duties of a fuller liberty and 2quality than is 
vouchsafed tp them by the institutions and bias 
of their origiZal homes. They come hither as

and their ancestral religion, and whileas such, 
their necessities commend themselves to the 
active sympathy of every heart aliveto the 
pleadings of outraged humanity, it is above all 
our * 7 prerogative to come to their assist- 
ance. rstronger ties than those which bind 
them to humanity at large link them to us. 
Weare sprung of the same race pn er are; 
are members of the same religious y as they. 
Sufferers for our race and our religion, they have 
the strongest claims upon our love and ul- 
ness. ‘ 

Another consideration must also 
come speedily to their relief. Astran 
ity makes all Jews kintoone another. 
shortcomings of the individual Jew is invariably 
visited upon the individual community: and, 
however much we may protest against tbis 
seeming injustice, past experience ought to 
teach us that, for many years yet to come, we 
eannot hope fora change of judgment on the 
part of our neighbors. If no higher motives, 
self - interest and seif-protection should be suffi- 
cient to arouse us under the premises to ful 
souled action. Left to themselves, young 
men will be compelied, in order not to starve,.to 
take to whatever modeof making a livelihood 
first offer itseif; and no effort of imagination is 
required to tell us what will be their first and 
last resort under. the circumstances. Nor can 
the consequences of such a possibility be but 
disastrous to our own position in case. 
For the prejudices against us as Jews are far 
from being dead, even in our country. The least 
eos wii give it food, and the recoil will be 

eit, not only by the innocent immediate causes 
of the increased prejudices, but by all of us. 
The organization of systematic assistance is thus 
required; as much in our own interest as in that 
of the bapiess refugees. 

Another danger will at the same time be 
averted, which, under a policy of passivity, will 
be upon us. Asin the exodus from Egypt, as we 
are informed by the Biblical writer, many 
“mixed elements” accompained the Israelites, 
so bistory teaches that every movement of this 
oharacter is made use of by certain classes, who 
ought to be excluded from whatever advantage 
is offered. In our case, there can be no doubt 
that rea! paupers will avail themselves of the 
ea ge otfered to emigrate: We have, 
indeed, the pledge of ‘the alliance that the 
uae Cas wili be exercised to guard against 
this evil. 
will be required on our part to protcet our com- 
munity against the 

INFLUX OF PERMANENT PAUPERS. 
Without organizatioa, such protection cannot 
be alforded. 

A systematic organization is also the sole 
guarantee that the question in igsue will be 
dealt with practically and not according to the 
inspiration of maydlin sentimentality or vision- 
ary missionary schemes. Only such assistance 
is proposed to be extended as is possible for us 
to extend; the imposstble will not be attempted. 
With ali due -delicacy, but. with sole regard to 
the exigencies of the case and of our own social 
circumstances, every case will be dealt with in- 
dividualliy. No forced policy of colonization 
ean be entertained, for the certainty of speedy 
failure is its necessary concomitant. We can
